Sergeant  Edward-  Himnan  marrried  Hannkh  Stiles,  the  daughter  of 
Francis  and  Sarah  Stiles,  of  Windsor,  Connecticut.  Francis  Stiles  wa3 
horn  in  Milbroke,  Bedfordshire,  England, -ana  was  Baptized  on  August 
1,  1602.  He  had  been  steward  to  Sir  Richard  Salt onst all,  and  came  from 
Xondon  to  Dorchester  in  1634-5,  on  the  ship,  Christian.  Ee  was  a  carpen¬ 
ter.  His  brothers  John, Henry  and  Thomas  remained  in  England,  Six  child¬ 
ren  were  born  to  Francis  and  Sarah  Stiles,  of  whom,  Hannah,  who  married 
Sergeant  Edward  Hinman,  was  the  fifth. 

Sergeant  Edward  Hinman  seems  to  have^some  connection  with  a  company 

of  troops  under  Captain  Hohn  Underhill  in  offering  services  to  Governor 

Stuyvesant  against  the  Indians.  According  to  the  Dutch  records  it  seems

pany  v/as  disbanded  soon  afterward  at  Stamford,  Connecticut,  and  it  is 
thought  that  Sergeant  Edward  Hinman  went  from  there  to  Stratford,  where 
he  afterward  married  and  raised  his  family.  The  first  ten  years  records 
at  Stratford  were  lost  in  the  burning  of  them  in  1649.

Titus  Hinman  and  his  wife,  Johanna,  together  with  his  sister,  Ha  chel 
and  her  husband,  John  Garrit,  moved  into  what  is  now  western  Pennsylvania 
at  a  time  when  there  was  a  dispute  between  Connecticut  and  Pennsylvania 
both  of  whom  claimed  the  territory  under  Royal  Patent.  To  the  officials 
of  Connecticut  the  territory  was  known  as  Westmoreland  County,  Connecticut. 
Titus  Hinman  lived  in  what  is  called  Hanover  ToYmship,  Luzerne  County  at 
the  present  time.  The  territory  is  also  known  as  the  Wyoming  Talley. 


Titus  Hinman  seems  to  have  been  somewhat  prominent  in  local  matters  as

Ensign  Titus  Hinman,  together  with  his  br  other  inlaw,  Ho  hn  Garrit, 
and  may  others^ was  hilled  in  the  Battle  of  Wyoming  on  July  5,  1778. 

His  name  is  on  the  monument  since  erected  on  the  site  of  the  battle  and

massacre.  Ensign  Titus  Hinman  was  under  the  command  of  Captain  Lazarus 
Stewart,  of  Hanover,  whose  company  of  forty  men  formed  a  part  of  the 
hastily  collected  troops  and  irregulars  under  Colonel  Zebulon  Butler. 
Colonel  Zebulon  Butler’s  ZOO  men  and  boys  were  opposed  by  800  men  under 
the  command  of  John  Butler.  John  Butlerh  troops  were  made  up  of .Tory 
Rangers,  a  detachment  of  Sir  John  Johnson’s  Royal  Greens  and  500  Indians, 
chiefly  Senecas  and  Cayugas.

Tho  there  is  evidence  in  the  above  of  Henry  Salisbury1 s  service  in 
colonial  wars,  there  is  dcub#  about  his  active  participation  in  the  army 
during  the  Revolution.  There  is  no  available  record  of  such  service.  It 
has  been  said  he  was  a  Revolutionary  soldier  and  that  he  was  wounded  in 
the  arm  at  the  capture  of  Cornwalls.  77hether  'he  had  been  a  soldier  or 
not,  the  statement  of  his  accident  is  as  follows:  Hollowing  the  surrender 
of  Cornwallis  on  October  19,  1781,  there  was  held  a  public  rejoicing  at 
Clave rack,  Columbia  County,  Hew  York.  Daring  the  celebration  Colonel 
peter  VanHess  requested  Mr.  Salisbury  to  assist  in  the  firing  of  a  piece 

of  cannon.  In  ramming  home  a  charge,  it  exploded,  carrying  away  Mr. 

Salisbury^  right  arm*  (  Manuscripts  of  the  Colony  and  State  of  Hew  York, 

Vol.  16,  Folio  159.  quoted  in  D.A.R®  record,  Mary  Salisbury  Me Ear g,  Ho* 

47630. )  This  was  a  not  unusual  accident  in  firing  the  old  muzzle  loading 

cannono  If  a  spark  from  an  earlier  charge  remained  in  the  piece  the 


ignition  of  the  powder  charge  and  the  projecting  of  the  rammer  might 


carry  away  the  arm  of  the  man  serving  the  gun.  It  does  not  seem  very 
likely  that  Colonel  Van  Hess  would  ask  an  inexperienced  man  to  take 
charge  of  a  duty  of  this  sort.  Several  ladies  have  used  this  record  to 
obtain  membership  in  the  Daiighters  of  the  American  Revolution.  More
